I Cloud Seeding hiswe: To Problem 
Of Irrigation Water In Valley Area? 


Is cloud gall the answer to; 
the problem of adequate water for 
agriculture in the San. Joaquin 
valley? 

At least one individual — Dave 
Merrill — of Taft, believes that 
it is, and Mr. Merrill, Taft ‘truck- 
ing contractor, has probably had 
more practical experience with 
cloud seeding than any man in the 
southern San Joaquin valley. 


While in Porterville last week, 


Mr. Merrill pointed out that an- 
nual average runoff of the five 
major streams in the southern San 
Joaquin valley — the San Joa- 
quin, Kings, Kaweah, Tule and 
Kern — is about four and one- 
half million acre feet of water. 

He says that with full-scale 
cloud seeding along the water 
sheds of these streams, this run- 
off could be tripled at a maximum 
cloud seeding cost of 10 cents an 
acre foot, and that total operation 
would run only a half million dol- 
lars.

IN THE current argument’ as to 
whether the proposed Porterville 
Memorial auditorium should be of 
the flat floor, so-called multiple 
purpose type, or of the fixed-seat, 
curved-floor, regular auditorium 
type, there are certain factors 
that should be kept in mind. 


ARCHITECTS AGREE that 
everything cannot be built into a 
single building. A flat floor has 
certain advantages, in fact it is 
necessary if dances and some types 
of sporting events are to be staged. 

BUT IF a flat floor is construct- 
ed, accoustical advantages and 
visual advantages that can be 
built into a curved-floor, fixed 
seat auditorium, must be sacri- 
ficed. 

NOW, WHAT about need? It 
appears to us the situation in re- 
gard to community need has re- 
versed itself in the past four years. 
Remember that when the prior 
Porterville Memorial district board 
was in power, Porterville com- 
munity had its high school audi- 
torium that served not only the 
school but the entire community 
as well.

ners and athletic events. 

CONCERNING THESE latter 
activities, the present high school 
gymnasium is adequate for ath- 
letic events, and there is no reason | 
why it could not be used for danc- 
es and possibly dinners. The high! 
school cafeteria is capable of tak- 
ing, care of just about any dinner 
crowd that Porterville can muster. 
(The sportsmen’s banquet is an 
exception.to this, but certainly a 
public building should not be con- 
structed just so a single event can 
be accommodated.) 

IN SO far as wrestling matches, 
name bands and such are concern- 
ed, bear in mind that this type of 
activity has not paid off in Por- 
terville in the past, although at- 
tempts have been made.
